“‘The extraordinary size, straightness and 
uniform thickness of the trees, their flexibil- 
ity, tie repslere and beauty of their 2, 
their d@rability, hoa from knot ae 
wood, plage them almost beyond 
in poigt\ Of quality, end especially fit them 
for the masting of large vessels. These 
pines often rise to the height of 300 feet, and 
often for two-thirds of the way up there is 
bar @ limb or branch. ‘fhe cedars are not so 
tall, but they are largeria. ci e 
some of chides Mbasuring forty. f mie 
base. Of ‘thedé monarchs of the forest the 
cedar is the king tree, and the fir the queen 
tree. On our way from New Westminster to 
Burrard Inlet we pagsed through nine miles 
of forest, and such a forest! There was a 
thick jungle-like undergrowth which, made 
the forest all. but impenetrable and shut ont 
the sun. Every now and then we came toa 
fir that sent up its trunk straight, massive 
and symmetrical for 300 feet. Imagine a 
tree with a trunk fifty feet higher than the 
cross that glitters at the top of the spire of 
St. Michael’¢) Cafhedials SAgain, “a great 
cedar would measure off 40 or 45 feet. Some 
of these forest kings are too gigantic to be 
cut into timber. In such woodlands the tim- 
ber will yield from 70,000 to 120,000 feet per 
acre,”’

lonizer, and we need this mighty thorough- 
fare and its branches to enrich and develop 
British Columbia and the. Saskatchewan dis- 
tricts. All the-enterprise of the “Dominion 
needs it. The East, as well as the West, 
wants it, for it will become the highway of 
the nations. Not ouly will this road develop 
@ large local carrying trade, but it will be the 
most convenient line on the continent for ac- 
commodating the commerce of Asia and the 
Islands of the Patific.’’ 

This is the opinion expressed by every un- 
prejudiced person who has given this sutj€ct 
a little consideration. Without a Pacific 
Railway, we may as well give up all idea of 
adequately developing the Norwest Territory, 
the fruitful valley of the Saskatchewan, or 
of attracting immigtation. to these-points. 
Withont taking into account what may or 
may not be done in the way of a carrying 
trade between Europe and Asis, a Pacific 
Railway is necessary for our own require- 
ments. Until we beve one, ‘tlie ldrgéer por— 
tion of the resources of the Dominion must 
lay dormant and unproductive. Until we 
have one, the arch of empire with which we 
seek to span the continent will lack its key- 
stone and strodgest guarantee of permanence 
and durability. What, then, shall be said of 
those who, for party purposes, strove to de- 
fer its construction, and to retard the develop- 
ment of a country abounding in resources.of 
every kind? ;
